In  the  spring  of  1989,  Department  heads  were 
asked  about  progress  made  in  their  departments  dur- 
ing the  year. 

George  Wylder  of  the  Mathematics  Department 
stated,  “The  1988-89  school  year  has  included  a cou- 
ple of  changes  in  the  Math  Department.  A new 
course,  Discrete  Math,  has  been  added  to  the 
curriculum.  Mr.  Munds  is  teaching  this  class,  and  it 
has  an  enrollment  of  10.  We  also  acquired  a 
Macintosh  computer  and  a Laser  printer.  Many 
brochures  and  programs  have  been  printed  with  the 
new  equipment.  The  department  has  been  writing 
test  questions  to  use  in  a pilot  test  this  spring.  April 
of  1990  will  be  the  first  actual  test  for  the  State  man- 
dates of  Clinton  High  Math  students.”

James  Adcock  of  the  English  Department  an- 
swered, “This  year  has  been  rather  uneventful  as  far 
as  changes  are  concerned.  One  major  change  came 
about  due  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Triezenberg,  who 
was  gone  the  last  part  of  the  year  to  have  a baby.

was  gone.  She  filled  in  beautifully. 

“Probably  the  major  project  for  the  department 
was  the  result  of  the  State  of  Illinois  mandate  that 
schools  design  learner  objectives  and  tests  to  check 
achievement  of  students  in  these  areas.  The  members 
of  the  department  wrote  the  objectives  the  previous 
year  and  constructed  a test  in  reading.  That  test  was 
piloted  last  year  and  revisions  were  made  this  year, 
with  the  Teal  thing’  to  be  given  the  spring  of  ’89. 
Also  this  year,  members  were  asked  to  write  a 
grammar  portion  of  the  writing  test,  which  will  be 
piloted  this  spring  as  well.  Additionally,  members  are 
being  asked  to  begin  work  on  a literature  test.  These 
projects  have  more  than  kept  the  department  busy.”

Mrs.  Fields,  the  librarian,  stated,  “Change  was  the 
word  in  the  library  for  the  1988-89  school  year.” 

“First,  a new  policy  was  instituted  whereby  stu- 
dents were  issued  library  attendance  cards  allowing 
them  to  go  directly  to  the  library  instead  of  first 
checking  in  at  study  hall.  These  cards  were  also 
helpful  to  Mr.  Byrd  in  locating  “misplaced”  students 
from  time  to  time. 

“Another  big  change  was  the  addition  of  a 
reference/class  room.

“Serious  ‘weeding’  to  rid  the  shelves  of  obsolete 
and  damaged  books  was  done  in  the  fiction,  biogra- 
phy and  short  stories  sections.  Replacement  and  new 
books  are  being  ordered. 

“Shelving  order  of  books  was  redesigned  for  a 
more  continuous  flow.”

Also, 
Pat  Danison  from  Dr.  John  Warner  Hospital  dem- 
onstrated how  to  use  CPR  on  a preschool  victim. 

“Creative  cookery  students  were  experts  in  de- 
signing cookies  for  the  Valentine’s  Day  Dance  and 
cookie  platters  for  freshman  orientation.
